P. Burns Before Beef 


Commission. 


Patrick Burns, wholesale and retail 
cattle dealer, of Calgary, a witness 
at the beef enquiry on Tuesday, stat- 
ed that he had a large number of 
| buyers purchasing cattle for his busi- 
ness and had never had any difficulty 
in procuring all the cattle he wanted. 


When asked as to how he guaged 
prices, Mr. Burns stated that when 
prices were high he fixed his prices 


according to the old country market, 
but when prices were low he fixed 
them at what he thought they ought 
to bring. Cattle had brought  pery; 
good prices last year. 

When questioned as to the possibi- 
lity of an existing combine, Mr. Burns 
said; ‘No one or any other firm 
has any understanding whatsoever 
with me or with any company as to 
what particular cattle should be 
bought or sold, I take chances 
along with the other dealers. It 
would ‘be better for the cattle trade 
if the shipments were more easily 
|distributed, but Iam _ afraid there 
| will never be any more crush in 
| spring cattle in the future,’’ 

Mr. Burns stated that he was satis- 
fied with the shipments to Winnipeg 
last year, and that he had no com- 
plaints with the Moose Jaw _ stock 
yards. He has paid both $10 and 
$25 a ton for hay without a kick 
jbecause he realized changing condi- 
tions. 

He also stated that he had’ found 
that feeding cattle was a profitable 
| business, and that his rule in ship- 
| ping cattle was to let them stand in 
}a corral all night and then deduct 
five per cent for shrinkage. 

Mr. Burns exclaimed very emphati- 
cally : “There is no such another 
jfree beef-raising country in the world 
as Western Canada, and yet the 
whole history of the country is that 
|of attempting to knock P.’ Burns, ti :
